There is no such thin g as 
s cure, only a prolonged period of 
management. •

elude mistletoe, garlic, watermelon 
Feeds and half a hundred others. 
Whenev er you find th at many 
remedies recommended for a con­ 
dition, you hav e a pretty good idea 
that none of them are any good. 
The old idea of a strict diet w ith 
no m eat has also been giv en up 
as producing no really noticeable 
results. 
There is no use making a person 
acutely uncom fortable by takin g 
away thin gs th a t hav e become a 
habit with him because the m an­ 
agem ent of a case looks forw ard to 
a long pull, ev en to the end of 
life, and if the doctor sets too high 
a stan dard the patien t will not liv e 
up to it. 
For some reason to which I hav e 
not been made priv y, most people 
with high blood pressure are ov er­ 
weight. I do not think the ov er­ 
n ig h t is the cause of high blood 
pressure because one sees a certain 
number of quite thin people With 
good, substan tial, booming pres­ 
sures. 
R ed u cin g H elp fu l 


If ov erweight is presen t, how­ 
ev er, the first step in m anagement 
:s to attem pt to reduce it. This does 
not necessarily lower the blood 
pressure much, but it is common 
sense because weight reduction 
lowers the strain on the heart 
muscle. Pulling 230 pounds up­ 
stairs is more work on the heart 
than pulling 18 0 and by ju st that 
much, multiplied by 
the total 
mov ements of the day, does weight 
reduction help. 
Early to bed, ev en if not early 
to rise, is an other rule of m anage­ 
ment. Ten hours out of the twenty- 
four in bed, w hether one sleeps or 
not is ju st so many hours of relax­ 
ing instead of ten sin g all the parts 
of the circulation. A nap after

Effect of Drugs 


Drugs hav e little or no place 
in the management of high blood 
pressure. Sedativ es may occasion­ 
ally be needed, but not too often. 
If the indiv idual is accubtomed to 
a cocktail or highball before din­ 
ner, it will do him no harm to con­ 
tinue; in fact, it itself has a relax­ 
ing effect. 
Tobacco is a somewhat different 
matter. It causes spasm of the a r­ 
teries. and is just the opposite to 
relaxing. If the indiv idual has 
been in the habit of smoking a 
good deal 
it is unw-ise to take him 
cfi- altogether, but he should cut 
down on it. 
Long v acations and long week­ 
ends are adv isable. In fact, this 
m anagem ent would be a good plan 
for nearly ev erybody ov er 55, no 
m atter what his blood pressure.

blood donors ? 
A nswer: Donors m ust be be­ 
tween 18 and 60 years of age. 
Donors from the ages of 18 to 
21 m ust hav e the w ritten consent 
of paren ts, guardian s, or, if m ar­ 
ried, the consent of mate. 
No one accepted with blood 
pressure ov er 200 or under IOO. 
No one accepted with hemo­ 
globin less than 8 0. 
No one accepted within three 
m onths after a m ajor surgical 
procedure. 
No one accepted with history of 
tuberculosis in past fiv e years. 
No one accepted with undulant 
fev er. 
No one accepted who has had 
m alaria in 15 years. 
No one accepted with diabetes. 
No one accepted with history of 
fain tin g spells or conv ulsions. 
No one accepted with jaundice 
within past six years.

terrific fighting at Salerno has focused the 
Washington spotlight on both the Army i 
and Navy intelligence units. 
That something has been wrong with 
intelligence operations in *both services is 
indicated by the steady turnover of their 
| chiefs. No chief has remained more than 
about a year in either naval or military in­ 
telligence. Latest to go is Admiral Harold 
Train, easy-going, likeable chief of Naval 
Intelligence, now being relieved. 
In three years, the Navy has had the , 
following quick succession of intelligence 
officers: Admiral 
Walter S. 
A nderson,1 
Captain Alan G. Kirk, Captain Theodore | 
S. Wilkinson, and Admiral Train. 
The Army’s record is similar. Since 
1940, its intelligence has seen the follow­ 
ing turnover of chiefs: Col. E. R. McCabe, I 
Maj. Gen. Sherman Miles, Brig. Gen. R a y -; 
mood Lee, and Maj. Gen. George V. Strong.I 
Meanwhile the efficient FBI has been! 
under one man for well over a decade. J. 
Edgar Hoover has grown up in the service, 
has picked good men, and is responsible 
not only for the tough life of kidnappers 
these days, but for the amazing lack of 
sabotage in the U. S. A. 
One reason attributed for inefficiency 
inside the naval and military intellgence 
has been the practice of bringing in blue­ 
blooded young men from the best families 
and giving them cellophane commissions 
(you can see through them but they pro­ 
tect from the draft). This practice started 
before the war when the chief job of an in­ 
telligence officer was as a military attache 
abroad, posts where emphasis was placed 
on good manners and a private income. 
This has now been largely discontin­ 
ued, but both services are still glutted with 
boys culled from the social registers.

ENDANGERED TREASURE 


RIEN RY E. Fritz of Pelham, N. Y., writes 
J * 
to the New York Times that Leonardo 
Da Vinci’s great painting, “The Last Sup­ 
per” is not painted on an interior wall of 
the church, but on the end-wall of the re­ 
fectory of the monastery adjacent to the 
church of Santa Maria della Grazie near 
Milan, which was recently bombed. 
“If the painting was discovered mirac­ 
ulously intact when the debris was cleared 
away, the bomb must have struck the 
church, whose cupola and choir were de­ 
signed by the great Italian Renaissance ar­ 
chitect, Bramantc, and the debris fallen 
on the refectory. The picture had lived 
through many vicissitudes. It has survived 
floods and neglect. It was pelted with 
stones by Fiench dragoons under Louis 
XII, xvho used the refectory as a barracks 
in 1499.” 
This is merely one sample of what is 
happening under the bombs of modern xx ar. 
Every lover of art, of history, o f religion 
will hope that this great painting may be 
spared once more. But other treasures have 
already gone and more will go. 
If choice is necessary, doubtless the 
freedom of mankind is worth the loss of 
many beautiful creations of the past. But 
wiser people than the 
Germans, 
who 
started this war, would have realized that 
had they kept the peace, the glories of the 
past, of the present and those to be created 
in the future could have been preserved, 
and freedom, too, and prosperity besides, 
if they had gone about securing these aims 
in the right way.

NAZI DEATH TRAP 


One trouble at Salerno was that mili­ 
tary intelligence reported only a skeleton­ 
ized division of Nazis at Naples. Therefore. 
it w as considered safe for Gen. Mark Clark 
to land with a medium-sized force. How­ 
ever, Marshal Badoglio warned General 
Eisenhower at the last minute that U. S. 
intelligence officers were wrong and that 
the Germans had two and a half divisions 
at Naples. In fact, the Nazis were simply 
lying in wait for American troops on the 
bluffs over the Salerno beaches. They were 
all ready for a massacre. In view of Bado- 
glio's warning, additional troops w ere sent 
to Gen. Clark immediately. But if the I*. S. 
intelligence had been working properly a 
different landing spot might have been se­ 
lected, not so intensely defended by the 
Nazis.

elude mistletoe, garlic, watermelon 
seeds and half a hundred others. 
Whenever you find that many 
remedies recommended for a con­ 
dition, you have a pretty good idea 
that none of them are any good. 
The old idea of a strict diet with 
no meat has also been given up 
as producing no really noticeable 
results. 
There is no use making a person 
acutely uncomfortable by taking 
away things that have become a 
habit with him because the man­ 
agement of a case looks forward to 
a long pull, even to the end of 
life, and if the doctor sets too high 
a standard the patient will not live 
up to it. 


lunch is also a good rule. If on? 
get* used to it, it will not interfert 
with tho sleep at night. 
If not a nap, several periods of 
complete relaxation a day will dc 
wonders. Lying down with some 
thing over the body to keep warm, 
in a quiet room with no distrac­ 
tions, the muscles relax one by one 
—the neck, face, shoulder girdle 
arms and legs. Don’t have the ra 
dio on and don’t try to read. 
Effect of Drugs 


Drugs have little or no place 
in the management of high blood 
pressure. Sedatives may occasion­ 
ally be needed, but not too often. 
If the individual is accufctomed to 
a cocktail or highball before din­ 
ner, it w ill do him no harm to con­ 
tinue; in fact, it itself has a relax­ 
ing effect. 
Tobacco is a somewhat different 
matter. It causes spasm of the ar­ 
teries. and is ju it the opposite to 
idax.r.g. If the individual has 
been in the habit of smoking a 
good deal it is unwise to take him 
ff altogether, but he should cut 
down on it. 
Long vacations and long week­ 
ends are advisable. In fact, this 
management would be a good plan

Reducing Helpful 


If overweight is present, how­ 
ever, the first step in management 
s to attempt to reduce it. This doe* 
not necessarily lower the blood 
pressure much, but it is common 
sense because weight reduction 
lowers the strain on the heart 
muscle. Pulling 230 pounds up­ 
stairs is more work on the heart 
than pulling 180 and by just that 
much, multiplied by the total 
movements of the day, does weight 
reduction help. 
Early to bcd, even if not early 
to rise, is another rule of manage­ 
ment. Ten hours out of the tw enty- 
four in bed, whether one sleeps or 
not is just so many hours of relax­ 
ing instead of tensing all the parts 
of the circulation. A nap after

OFFICIAL RECOMMENDATIONS ON LIGHT AND POWER 
CONSERVATION 


It should be made clear that the desired savings 


in lighting should be obtained primarily by the 


turning off of lights which are not necessary and 


by replacement at renewal tim e when lamps are 


burned out, with lower w attage lamps. 


(1) Indoor and Outdoor Advertising, Promotional 
and Display Sign Lighting. 


(a) Daytime: Eliminate completely. 


(b) Nighttim e: Reduce burning hours so far as 
practicable but in no case burn for an inter­ 
val exceeding two hours and only during the 
period from dusk until IO p. rn., in term* 
of local time. 


(c) Electric signs necessary for direction or iden­ 
tification of places of public service, such as 
public restaurants, public lodging establish­ 
ments .transportation term inals, etc., may be 
opeHited during night tim e but only while 
the establishment is open for business. 


(d) Reduce lamp w attage of all signs by the 
maximum practicable amount. 


(2) Decorative and Ornamental Lighting includ­ 
ing Decorative Flood Lighting. 


(a) Exterior lighting: Eliminate com pletely at 
all times. 


(bl Interior lighting: Eliminate all non-essential 
lighting; reduce the balance by the maximum 
practicable amount. 


(3) Show Window Lighting which does not pro­ 
vide Essential Interior lighting. 


<a) Daytime: Eliminate completely. 


(b) Nighttim e: Reduce burning hour* so far as 
practicable but in no case burn for an inter­ 
val exceeding two hours and only during the 
period from dusk until IO p. rn., in terms of 
local time. 


(c) Reduce w attage by maximum practicable 
amount. 


(4) Lighting of Marquee*. 


(Other than Advertising Signs) and Build­ 
ing Entrances. 


(a) Daytime: Eliminate completely. 


(b) N ight time: Reduce in intensity by the m ax­ 
imum practicable amount consistent with 
public safety consideration. 


(c) Eliminate com pletely when establishm ent is 
not open for business except for amount 
necessary for protection. 


(5) Lighting of Outdoor Business Establishments. 


(a) Daytime: Eliminate completely. 


(b) Nighttim e: Reduce in intensity by maximum 
practicable amount. 


(c) Eliminate com pletely when establishm ent Is 
not open for business except for amount 
necessary for protection. 


(6) General Interior Illumination and Show Case 
Lighting. 


(a) Eliminate all non-essential lighting. 
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fbi Reduce remainder by the maximum prac­ 
ticable amount conaiatent with public safety 
consideration and eyesight con»ervation. 


(7) General Conservation by Commercial Cus­ 
tomers. 


(a) Turn off lights and appliances when not 
actually needed. 


(b) Eliminate unnecessary use. 


(8) Air Conditioning. 


Adopt more moderate margins of reduction 
In temperature and relative humidity. 


(9) Industrial 


Many economies can be achieved in the use 
of electric energy by industrial plants both 
large and small without adversely affecting 
volume of production. By proper publicity 
these economies should be called to industrial 
plant m anagers’ attention. 


(IO) Residential. 


(a) Eliminate all w aste in the use of various 
electric appliances such 
as refrigerators, 
radios, ranges, space heaters, water heaters, 
etc 


(b) Ttrrn j f f all lights and appliances when not 
actually needed. 


(II) Exception. 
OR* 
The Committee wishes specifically to direct 
attention to the fact that no effort should be 
made to cu rtail necessary military, aviation 
and police lighting, lighting essential to pub­ 
lic health, including eyesight conservation 
and safety, plant protection, transportation, 
and production purposes.
